I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1954. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  is  now  5,4-80,  an  increase 
of  254.  The  birth  rate  has  dropped  from  18.08  to  15. 04.  There  were  two 
infant  deaths  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  24.1. 


Only  22!  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received  during 
the  year,  more  than  half  of  these  being  measles.  Only  one  case  required 
admission  to  hospital. 

Ant i -diphtheria  immunisation  figures  have  remained  much  the  same, 
and  primary  immunisations  were  completed  for  82  children  as  compared  with 
79  in  1953. 


Important  new  legislation  was  introduced  during  the  year.  The 
Slaughter  Houses  Act,  1954,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Act, 
1954,  place  upon  Local  Authorities  responsibilities  for  securing  that 
adequate  slaughter-house  facilities  are  available  and  that  control  of 
slaughtering  at  such  premises  is  adequate.  Every  effort  should  be  made 
to  ensure  100^6  meat  inspection  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  ensuring  a 
supply  of  wholesome  meat  and  the  maintenance  of  hygienic  practices  in 
slaughterhouse  s. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  is  another  important  piece 
of  legislation  introduced  during  the  year.  This  Act,  if  operated  properly, 
could  do  much  to  improve  the  housing  position  of  the  area  for  this  and 
future  generations. 

Once  again  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  record  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Waterworks  Committee, 
and  to  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  for  their  friendly  co-operation.

The  County  Bacteriologist  and  the  County  Analyst  undertake,  on  behalf 
of  the  Council,  all  the  bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical  analyses. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
Derbyshire  County  Council  - Health  Services  Handbook 

This  handbook  sets  out  the  various  health  services  that  are  provided 
under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  and  the  Education  Act  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council,  and  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
by  the  Local  Executive  Council,  in  the  administrative  County, 

The  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are  under  the 
administrative  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  all  enquiries

Home  Help  Service 

The  County  Council  has  powers  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
to  arrange  for  domestic  help  for  households  in  need  of  such  help.  As  far  as  the 
cost  of  this  service  is  concerned  certain  rules  of  assessment  have  been  drawn  up, 
and  full  particulars  are  obtainable  locally  from  the  Health  Visitors  or  from  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Home  Nursing  Service 


This  service  also  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  whose  home  nurses 
have  a certain  amount  of  nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  which  may  be  loaned 
to  those  patients  whom  they  attend,  or  those  who  are  being  mrsed  at  home  by 
friends  or  relatives.  The  equipment  available  is  supplemented  by  that  owned 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  to  which  the  County  Council  has  made  grants 
in  consideration  of  this  service.  In  case  of  need  applications  should  be  made 
to  the  nearest  home  nurse  or  to  the  B.R.  C.S,  Township  Leader.  If  there  is  any 
difficulty  in  this  connection  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Vaccinations  against  Smallpox  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
are  available  to  all  children  in  the  district  and  may  be  carried  out  at  Child 
Welfare  Centres  or  by  General  Practitioners.  The  amount  of  infant  vaccination 
in  the  district  at  present  stands  at  a ver  low  level. 

Visits  to  schools  are  made  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  re-inforcing  anli -diphtheria  injections  and  also  primary 
treatment  for  those  whose  parents  have  neglected  to  have  it  done  at  the 
proper  time  in  infancy.

Other  County  Council  Health  Services 

Other  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  include  Care  of  Mothers  and  young  children, 
Midwifery,  Health  Visiting,  Ambulance  Services,  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care 
and  After  Care  and  Mental  Health. 

Hospital  Service 

Application  for  admission  to  General  Hospitals  is  made  direct  to  the 
hospital  through  a doctor. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  district  may  be  removed 
to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 
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Cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby,  (Telephone  Number 
Derby  4-7866),  and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital 
or  to  Walton  Sanatorium,  Chesterfield. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of cases  of  infectious  disease, 
including  tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  confinements  are  normally 
referred  to  hospital  by  the  doctor  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  or  by  General 
Practitioners . 

A handbook  of  information  on  hospital  services  in  the  Sheffield 
Region,  which  covers  almost  all  of  Derbyshire,  was  issued  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  in  1953. 

LEGISLATION 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  Act.  1954. 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  Act,  1954,  Part  VI  of  which  contains 
a large  number  of  public  health  powers  for  local  authorities,  received  the  Royal 
Assent  on  the  30th  July,  1954. 

The  powers  of  Part  VI  of  the  Act  apply  in  Urban  Districts  as 
from  the  1st  April,  1955,  except  the  provisions  which  operate  from  an 
Appointed  Day  to  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  section  226. 

No  Local  Acts,  Special  Orders  or  Adoption  Acts  came  into  force 
during  the  year. 

Revised  Building  Byelaws  made  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
prepared  by  the  Council,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  February,  1954. 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  1?  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  by  the  Council 
for  preventing  waste,  undue  consumption,  mis-use  or  contamination  of  water 
supplied  by  them,  were  prepared,  to  come  into  operation  on  the  8th  April,  1955. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.  Section  47 

Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  Persons  in  need  of  Care  and  Protection 

No  legal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act. 

The  Council  has  not,  so  far,  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  to  take 
the  requisite  action  in  appropriate  cases  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  194-8,  as  amended  by  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951, 
for  application  to  the  Justices  for  emergency  orders  for  the  removal  to  a 
suitable  institution  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

WATER  SUFPLY 


The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  during  the  year  was 
193,694  gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to  35.54  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

No  additional  water  mains  have  been  laid  during  the  year  but  it  is 
proposed  to  commence  the  laying  of  a 4"  cast-iron  main  on  the  new  Park  Extension 
at  an  early  date. 

Water  is  still  obtained  from  the  Rodsley  Pumping  Station  at  Rodsley 
in  the  Ashbourne  Rural  District,  using  elect rically- powered  submersible  pumps. 

The  results  of  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  have 
shown  the  water  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  whole  of  the  supply  of  water  is  softened  by  the  Base  Exchange 
process,  and  the  plant  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

Rainfall  recorded  during  the  year  was  39.74  inches,  as  compared 
with  24. 24-  inches  for  the  previous  year. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  Flood  Alleviation  Scheme  carried  out  in  1951  on  the  Henmore 
Brook  proved  satisfactory  during  the  heavy  rainfall  which  occurred  at  times 
throughout  1954.  During  the  six  days  8th  to  the  11th  June,  1954,  a total 
of  3.82  inches  of  rain  was  recorded,  with  a maximum  of  1.37  inches  in  24  hours, 
Although  some  water  appeared  in  the  streets  due  to  surcharging  of  surface  water 
gullies,  at  no  time  did  the  Henmore  Brook  prove  inadequate  for  the  exceptional 
flow. 

Certain  remedial  measures  have  since  been  carried  out  to  surface 
water  gullies  in  the  District,  and  a small  flood  bank  commenced  adjacent  to 
the  Fish  Pond,  to  alleviate  flooding  of  Park  Road  and  Peter  Street  due  to 
these  causes. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Wo  additions  or  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  during  the  year. 

The  average  daily  engine  hours  pumping  at  the  works  during  the 
year  was  16.92  hours,  and  the  average  quantity  of  sewage  pumped  and  treated 
per  day  was  260,822  gallons. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

New  Public  Conveniences  were  opened  during  the  year  in  King  Edward 
Street,  Ashbourne,  and  will  ultimately  comprise  part  of  a new  'Bus  Station 
which  the  Council  are  to  commence  building  shortly. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  continue  to  collect  house  refuse  weekly  from  all 
properties  in  the  District,  and  this  is  disposed  of  in  a Meldrum  Refuse 
Destructor,  and  by  controlled  tipping. 

SALVAGE 

The  Council  continue  to  collect  waste  paper,  vvhich  is  baled  and 
sold  to  merchants. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Three  slaughterhouses  for  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs,  and  one 
slaughterhouse  for  pigs  only,  were  licensed  for  the  use  of  local  butchers, 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Urban  District. 

Carcases  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
condemnation  notes  issued  for  meat  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  quality  for  human 
consumption. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

During  the  year  quantities  of  tinned  and  other  foods  have  been 
inspected  at  the  various  food  premises  in  the  district,  and  condemnation  notes 
have  been  issued  for  any  food  found  to  be  unsound  and  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 
Sampling  of  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

The  duty  of  sampling  milk  and  other  foods  falls  upon  the  County 
Council  and  I am  indebted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  the  following  report 

"In  this  area  45  samples  were  taken,  including  31  milks. 

The  milk  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 
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Two  samples  of  Spanish  Oranges  (an  informal  sample  followed 
by  a formal  sample)  were  found  to  contain  thiourea  preservative. 

The  oranges  were  traced  back  to  the  importers,  but  since  it  was 
clear,  following  other  prosecutions,  that  the  matter  was  receiving 
attention  by  the  Spanish  Authorities,  no  proceedings  were  takenl’ 

DAIRIES  AND  MILK  SHOPS 

Inspection  of  premises  has  been  regularly  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Notices  served  where  required. 

HOUSING 

Eight  three-bedroom  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during 
the  year,  being  the  completion  of  Housing  Contract  No. 6.  There  are  now 
a total  of  285  post-war  houses  completed  and  occupied  on  the  Council's 
Park  Land  Housing  Estate. 

After  considerable  delay,  due  to  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  the  Council  have  acquired  a further  10.078  acres 
of  land  adjacent  to  the  Park  Estate  which  will  accommodate  a further  100 
dwellings.  Contracts  have  already  been  entered  into  for  the  development 
of  part  of  this  site  with  roads  and  sewers,  and  for  the  erection  of  a further 
20  three-bedroom  houses. 

The  Council  continue  to  allocate  houses  on  a points  basis,  and 
there  is  a waiting  list  of  approximately  200  applicants. 

8 new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise.
